It is strange 
that three men would leave the rascal in 
sight, and go off a considerable distance 
to pat away the captured horses, when 
one could have done it as well, and left 
the other two t*f pursue the fugitive, and 
can be accounted for only upon the ground 
that Henry Austin can run better on tbe 
trail of a horse-thief four or five days old 
than he can by sight. 

Our efficient county jailor, E. L Wise 
hearing of theaffair, jumped on his horse 
and "lit out" for Beaver Dam, where he 
heard of a man who had bought a new 
hat and left town on the Cromwell road 
with a son of E O. Porter, who had 
brought his father down to tbe station 
and was returning home with an extra 
horse, which he allowed the stran- 
ger to ride. Lutu put out at lull speed 
and soon overtook the fancier in horse 
flesh, and brought him to town Monday 
night and locked him in jail. 

The local of this sheet visited the jail 
yesterday morning, and asked permission 
to interview the prisoner, which Mr. 
Wise very kindly consented to, and the 
prisoner made the following statement: 
My name is H. F. StraUou. J was born 

twenty-five years old, and have lived in 
Kentucky since 1864, until about a year 
ago, when I went to Illinois. A week ago 
this morning, I left Illinois to come to 
Kentucky to see my relatives, and when 
I left, in the sight of God 1 was an honest 
man. I had formerly worked tor Dr. 
Glenn five years, and came to his 
neighborhood, and there I fell in with 
some old acquaintances. This was on 
Thursday last. Their names are Jim 
Jewell, Ben Jewell, George Jewell and 
Jim Lampkina They said they belonged 
to a clan of horse-thieves, and mads plen- 
ty of money, and if I would join they 
would soon have me with plenty of money; 
that they would steal horses and get me to 
run them off and sell them, and we would 
divide the money; and if 1 got caught 
they would come and break jail and take 
me out. I was hard run, and gave way, 
and joined them; but my conscience has 
hurt me ever since. I have wished a thou- 
sand times, I had not gone into it, and if 
I can only get out this time I solemnly 
row 1 never will aagage in it again. They 
arranged to steal two horses and meet me 
Friday night at St Joe's Catholic church. 
I went according to agreement, and they 
met me, and delivered me the two horses, 
which I was to take to Clarksville, Tenn., 
and sell, and get oa the cars and return 
and divide the money with them. 

,1 bad not gone far before I discovered 
that the horses were JDr. Glenn's, for I 
knew them, and had worked them. I 
■ver when I made this 
They told me to go round up 
through Ohio county, and cioss Green 
river about Borah's ferry. I went by Ow- 
ensboio, Lewisport, Haweerille, KnotU- 
villa, and then to Howe's mill, and on to 

, and the rest you know. 

THE EXAMINING TRIAL. 

Yesterday morning Mr. H. H. Glenn, 
A S. Algood, and H. M. Austin, the orig- 
inal pursuers of titration, came to town, 
and the prisoner was brought before Judge 
Gregory for examination, ami held in bail 
ol four hundred dollars for his appearance 
at circuit court, which failing to give, he 
was lodged i a j.U again. 

Tbe proof showed him to be a man of 
ordinary good character till last June, 
when he had some trouble with the 
Glaons, and had to leave there. In bis 
confession to Mr. Wise, after being arres- 
ted, he stated that he tried to kill Mr. 
Algood and took two fair shots at him 
Monday. It seems to us that a man 
guilty of stealing two horses, bridle, sad- 
dle and halter, carrying concealed dead 
ly weapons, and shooting with intent to 
kill, ought to be held to a little stronger 
bail than four hundred dollars. If he be- 
longs, as he says, to a band of thieves, and 
they are pledged to help him, they can se- 
cure tbe bail and liberate him, and he can 
make tbe (our hundred belore court. We 
mean no reflection on the good intent 
ol the county judge and attorney, but we 
were astonished to hear the county attor- 
torney only aak for five hundred dollars 
bail, and tbe judge put it at four hundred. 
We think it ought to have been at least a 



Dinwiddle, a young man wbo 
attending the Hartford Seminary, 
and who boarded at the Crow House.sud- 
denlyand unaccountably disappeared on 
Tuesday morning the 16th inst., and has 
not been seen or heard of since.

Information Wanted. 

Tbe condition of our streets would be a 
disgrace to a Digger Indian village. The 
mud is universal and almost bottomless. 
It abounds everywhere. In rainy weath- 
er there is scarcely a thoroughfare in the 
town that is passable. What few side- 
walks we have are in miserable order, 
and ought to be repaired. There is no rea- 
son under heaven why the present state 
of things should exisL Hartford ia 
one of the oldest towns in this section of 
the State. For more than sixty years its 
domestic affairs have been administered 
by a board of trustees. During all that 
time taxes have been levied with prompt 
exactitude on the property of our 
by the board of trustees, an 
with commendable industry by the town 
marshals. There is but one lawful use 
to which the money so collected can be 
put — and that is the improvement of the 
public highways ot the town. We are 
assured that, in the last twelve or four- 
teen years, about all the work the town 
board has ordered to be done, and saw 
accomplished, was the cutting down of a 
portion of an elevation near the bridge. 
The work otherwise done on the streets 
during the year would not exceed twenty 
dollars in cost, and makes them nuisan- 
ces instead of bettering them. The taxes 
paid by tbe citizens and property-hold- 
ers of Hartford, since tbe town has been 
incorporated, run up to many thousands 
of dollars, yet the streets are not drained, 
and there never has been a foot of side- 
walk built either at the expense of tbe 
town purse or by the order of tbe trus- 
tees. All the walks constructed have 
been by property-holders, Now, the peo- 
ple don't want to pay their money out for 
nothing — yet that is wbat they have been 
doing all these yeare. We do not charge 
anybody with stealing this money. It 
may be that it has all been judiciously 
and legitimately expended pro bono publi- 
co. Yet there are a good many people in 
town, tax-payers at that, wbo are at a 
loss to understand this. They want some- 
thing tangible to show for their money 
And they are right Let the trustees 
publish an exhibit of the town's financial 
affairs. It is due to the people, who want 
to know what becomes of the money. It 
is due to tbe trustees themselves, if they 
would not have suspicion of wrong-doing

Which, 
if you are a planter of experience, you 
know to be the fact; for if you have a 
light-bodied tobacco, of fine texture, 
the buyer is sure to tell you that a 
heavy article is most in demand thi> 
year, and viee versa, if your crop is dif- 
ferent. Your advice does not stop 
with your polite and courteous friend, 
the tobacco dealer; but your merchant 
is likewise deeply interested in your 
welfare to the extent of at least one 



and having been rej>eatedly requested I 
to give our mode of planting, pruning, ] 
cultivating and training the grape, we 
propose doing so in some half-dozen 
short asticles, by first planting the vine. 
Prepare the ground with plow and bor- 
row, or parden-fork, to the depth of 
ten or twelve inches, turning the top 
soil underneath, and the subsoil on top, 
if practicable Lay off the rows six 
feet apart with plow, running two or 
three times in the same furrow, making 
it a little wider and breaking the 
ground perftx-tlv. Plant eight or ten 
feet apart in the rows, digging out a 
hole with a garden-fork two feet across 
and one foot deep. Then fill tip the 
hole with the richest soil vou can pro- 
cure, (not manure) six inches deep, 
leaving it highest in the center, so the 
root* will incline downwards.

ready to germinate. If not so sown, it 
is preferable to wait until the frost is 
out of the ground and lightly harrow 
them in, and roll.

Their advice is, of course, 
kindly meant, and while I would not 
say that much cannot be learned by 
theory, and that a knowledge of the 
chemical properties of the soil and the 
fertilizers which we apply to our soils, 
and of the different manures to applv to 
the different soils, yet I do say, to make 
a success of any profession requires a 
practical knowledge of it, and more 
especially Ls agriculture a science by 
practice. If you want medical advice, 
you go to a physician of practical expe- 
rience. J ust so with the lawyer, if you 
want legal advice. The same rule is 
applicable to all branches and profes- 
sions. A farmer Ls not capable of ad- 
vising the practical surgeon, lawver or 
druggist, as to their respective duties, 
and of suggesting to them what they 
should or should not do to make their 
business a success. The same is ap- 
plicable to the farmers. You cannot 
conform them to any fixed rales. 
Their tastes and capacities are diversi- 
fied. While one delights in the cul- 
ture of one commodity, another takes 
greater interest in something else; and 
while he may be successful so long as 
he follows the culture of his choice | 
productions, he may fail with those 
with which his neighbors are even 
more successful. 

For example, one man takes great 
delight in raising and improving stock. 
While he may be successful in that 
line, he might make an utter failure in 
the culture of tobacco. And just the 
reverse with one who may take great 
pride in and make a success of tobacco 
growing. And as various as the pro- 
duct of the soil of any clime are the 
■tastes and capacities of men. 

It should be the chief object of even* 
man to qualify himself forVhatever he 
undertakes. If a farmer, he should 
acquaint himself not only with the cul- 
ture of various products, but should 
also acquaint himself with when and 
how and where to sell to the best ad- 
vantage. In other words, learn to at 
tend to his own affairs 



How to Grow Tobarco. 

In order to raise tobacco successfully, 
the first thing that is to be done is to 
prepare well for plants. Let your seed 
be sown in new ground which has 
been burnt with brush aud wood so as 
to kill all grass aud other seeds which 
may intrude upon the young tobacco 
plants. Be particular not to burn 
your beds when it Ls too wet, as this 
has a tendency to kill the ground and 
prevent the growth of the plants. 
When your beds cool off dig them up 
lightly and pulverize the soil well, mix- 
ing in what ashes may be on the 
ground. Then sow your seed, about 
one tablespoonful to ten yards square, 
and cover the seed with a rAc, and 
then cover the bed with brush so as to 
prevent its drying by winds or too 
much sun. Beds do best in wood-land. 

In March re-sow your bed with one- 
half the quantity of seed used at the 
first sewing. Your plants should be 
ready to commence setting the 1st f 
May". 

Next let your ground be rich and 
thoroughly broken up and pulverized. 
Then make small hilLs, from 2 to U 
feet each way. One plant is "stuck" 
in each hill whenever you have a 
"season" or sufficient rain to moisten 
the ground. 

After your tobacco is set then it 
must be well cultivated until it gets 
large enough totop at eight or ten leaves, 
when you cease to cultivate and spend 
the balance of your time in "topping, 
worming aud suckering," which con- 
tinue until the tobacco is ripe. There 
is never more than two sets of suckers 
on the same plant, but the "crop of 
worms" last all the year, unless they 
are picked off very closely as fast as 
the eggs are dejtositcd. 

Tobacco ripens from 90 to 110 days 
after planting. If cut before 90 days 
it will be green and bitter. When 
ripe, it becomes crisp, and will crack 
when rumpled between the thumb and 
finger. 

After it is ripe it must be cut and 
housed, or, if you can do so, scaffold it 
for a few days till it yellows, then 
house, and fire or smoke it until the 
stems arc cured. 

Your tobacco being cured, it onlv 
remains to strip and prize in the hogs- 
heads for market. This requires skill 
and practice, lest you have it "out of 
order," that Ls, either "too high" or 
"too low" in order, either of which in 
jures its gale. 

The stem of the leaf should crack 
two-thirds of its length when tobacco 
is just right for prizing. Neat ha 
dling pays better in this than in any 
otlier crop.

Cabbage Worm.— After 
rious remedies, we have found boiling 
hot water from a watering pot, the 
simplest, easiest and most effective 
mode of destroying the cabbage worm. 
If applied quickly and not too long on 
the leaves, it produces no injury. It 
is easily repeated as occasions requires. 

Family Glue. — We make our glue 
in the following way: Crack up the 
glue and put it in a bottle; add to it 
common whisky; shake up, cork tight, 
aud in three or four days it can be 
used. It requires no beating, will 
keep for almost any time, and is at all 
times ready to use except in the coldest 
of weather, when it will require warm- 
ing. It must be kept tight, so that the 
whisky mil not evaporate. The usual 
corks or stoppers should not be 
It will become clogged A tin 
covering the bottle but fitting as 
as possible, must be used. 

Stair CARrETS. — To prevent the 
pile from spreading at the edge of the 
stair and wearing off, pads are used; 
these arc made of a low grade of cotton, 
covered with the cheapest muslin. A 
quilt or comfort that has seen service 
will answer the purpose of stair pads. 
In addition to increasing the lease of 
usefulness of the carpet, the pads on » 
vent noisy clattering of the feet, anrl, in 
case the baby should fall down stairs, 
the injury received would be material- 
ly lessened. When first laid down the 
carpet should be several inches longer 
than needed, that it may be disposed 
of after each shaking, so that a*fresh 
place mav come to all the edges. A 
wisp or small dusting broom is the best 
for sweeping stair carpets. After thor« 
ougb sweeping, a wet cloth may be 
used to good advantage in removing 
all dust, 

Cure for Diptheria. — The rava- 
ges of diptheria in Australia have been 
so extensive within the last few years 
that the Government offered a large re- 
ward tor any certain method of cure; 
and among other responses to this was 
one by Mr. Greatbead, who at first 
kept his method a secret, but afterwards 
committed it freely to the public. It 
is simply the use of sulphuric acid, of 
which four drop are diluted in three- 
fourths of » tumbler of water, to l»e ad- 
ministered to a grown person, and a 
smaller dose to cbildren, at intervals 
not specified. The result is said to be 
a coagulation of the diptheritic mem- 
brane, and its removing by coughing. 
It Ls asserted that where the case thus 
treated his not advanced to a nearly 
fatal termination, the patient recovered 
iu almost every instance. 

Cold Rlaw. — Yelks of two eggs; a 
tablesdoonful of cream; a small tea- 
spoonful of mustard; a little salt; two 
tablespoon fuls of vinegar. If cream is 
not used, put in a small lump of but- 
ter rubbed in a little flour. Cut the 
cabbage very fine: 
and pour it on hot. 

The Children's Pudding. — Quar- 
ter of a pound of suet, quarter of a 
pound of flour, quarter of a pound 
of currants, two ounces of sugar, two 
teaspoonfuls of molasses, juice and peel 
of one lemon, milk. Boil in mould 
three hours.
